As against Malaysia, the 
Australians led early, through 
goals by Oughton and Pieda, 
but ran out of stamina in the 
second half. 

West Australia, with ons 
win and four losses, finished 
fifth of their group, ahead of 
Thailand, and on Thursday 
they met Singapore for the 
9th and 10th place play-off. 

Malaysia and South Vietnam 
qualified for the semifinals in 
Group “A”, and South Korea 
and Burma in Group “B”.
